1 . As per remarks, Applicants argued that (1 ) Bandini does not teach or suggest "disabling an operable ability of the client to send the 
composed message" since the "dropping of the message" simply does not suggest "disabling" as it is further presented in amended 
independent claim 1. 

2. As to point (1), claims are to be given their broadest reasonable interpretation during prosecution. See In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 
1054, 44 USPQ2D 1023, 1027 (Fed. Cir. 1997); In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2D 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989); In re Prater, 415 
F.2d 1393, 1404, 162 USPQ 541,550 (CCPA 1969). In this case, Bandini clearly discloses method steps for managing outbound message 
by performed disposition action to determine whether the messsage should continue to the destination or whether one of a plurality of 
alternative actions such as deferral, quarantine, return to sender, or dropping of the message are required [ i.e. broadly interpreted as 
"disabling an operable ability of the client to send the composed message" as claimed ] [ Figures 6a and 6b; and paragraphs 0044 and 
0050 ]. In addition, Bandini discloses access manager for filter messages by the date and/or time of transmission of the message, for 
example, messages transmitted between certain hours of the day or on certain days, such as weekends or holidays may be retained [ i.e. 
"disabling an operable ability of the client to send" as claimed ] [ paragraphs 0031 and 0064 ]. 
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
